tios. 
Tho inexorable lixw of supply and 


demand governs railroad freights as well 
us other things, and it so happens that 
just at the season of tho year when 
tho crops of tho 'VVoH are to bo, moved 
the grout regulator of freight 
tariffs— 


water transportation—is cut off. As a 
consequence, tho produce of tho.grain 
growing States in seeking n, mtukot 
overtasks tho currying cnpuoily of the 
groat 
through linos of railroad, and 


freights advance, 
Wo may prate us wo 


ploaso about tho grasping 'extortions of 
railroad companies, but it is not in hu- 
man nature to dosist front exacting in- 
creased remuneration fur any commo- 
dity or service for which tho demand 
is in excess of tho supply. With all our 
railruud building in tho West during 
tho past ten years, wo have built no 
trunk linos lending towards tidewater, 
but liavu confined our extensions to lo- 
cal lines which act as feeders to the 
main arteries built years ago. Each 
one of theso feeders adds to tho vast 
amount oi' surplus produce which must 
bo shipped away, by tho efl'cet it luis 
upon production, which is stimulated by 
ovary now railroad, 
The rcfiilt of all 


this is soon 
in tho accumulation of 


freight nb tho points \vhroo tho f'oeilors 
empty their treasures of corn and wheat 
upon tho overcrowded main linos, whore 
thousands of loaded ciir.s stand for days 
nnd weeks, on account of the sheer im- 
posijibility of sending them forward ns 
fast as they arrive. 
Because of this 


glut, as railroad officials claim, rates are 
sometimes put up for the very purpose 
of chucking shipments, so us to allow 
tho roads timo to gut 
their freight 


moved 
foiwnrd. 
But 
whether this 


claim is entitled to belief 01 not, it can. 
ml be thought strange thai railroad 
companies should exact high rates when 
the demand upon thoiv carrying capac-

There is no doubt that there 'are 


many grievous abuses in the manage 
mout of railroad))—abuses which need 
correction, and which may possibly de- 
mand tho strong arm of l-ho law to rem- 
edy, but when wu look at the question 
of transportation in the same light in 
which wo view all other questions of a 
business character, wo cannot avoid the

they wore liable to be affected by fre- 
quent fluctuations in the money market, 
This, Mr. Duncan regarded as nn evil 
which should bo avoided, tending ns it 
did to lesson the popularity of the 
bonds, and to that extent depreciate the 
credit of the Government in tho mur- 
kots of tlio world. 
Both gentlemen 


coincided in this view, and also in tho 
opinion that a better policy would bo, 
not to endeavor to force tho market at 
the present time ; but to wtiit until tho 
money market is in a more favorable 
condition for refunding the debt t\t lower 
rates of interest.
